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the money would have gone for these pur* 
poses, leaving little for defense purchases. 
No wonder the taxpayers hit out.

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INDIA AT WAR 
What, if anything, is India doing in the 
war? The question is often asked. It has 
been answered, if it needed answering, by 
Henry S. L. Polak, an Englishman lecturing 
in this country, who is well acquainted with 
India and in fact is an old friend of Mahatma 
Gandhi. 
His array of facts is impressive. When the 
war started, it was expected to be entirely a 
mechanized affair, with few men needed. Tile 
Indian authorities therefore called for only 
100,000 volunteers, but 500,000 offered them ­ 
selves, and the Indian army now contains 
over a million. Men from India have fought 
all over the East from North Africa to H ong­ 
kong. It was a force from India that took 
Damascus in Syria from the Vichy French. 
The captured French commander called the 
Indian troops "a most formidable army.” 
In addition, though India is primarily agri­ 
cultural, it has been manufacturing war 
materials at an amazing rate. Both Russia 
and China have benefited from munitions 
made In India. Chiang Kal Shek’s famous 
visit to India was in part caused by his con­ 
cern that the Indian output of war supplies 
should continue, and lf possible be enlarged. 
So if it Is asked what India is doing in the 
war, the answer is, plenty, with more yet to 
come.

ENEMY ALIENS 
Some 5,200 enemy aliens have been ar­ 
rested. It Is a small percentage indeed of the 
1,100,000 that are estimated to be living in 
this country. The first impulse is to call the 
ratio far too small, but the government 
seems to be adopting a wiser procedure. All 
aliens arrested have a hearing before spe­ 
cially constituted civilian boards, with the 
final decision up to Attorney-General Biddle. 
So far, 1,050 have been tried. Of these 200 
have been released, 400 paroled and 150 in­ 
terned. 
This shows the care with which 
investigations are being carried on. 
The fact is that many, perhaps most of our 
enemy aliens are harmless, and in many 
cases are actual opponents of the Axis. To 
make the innocent suffer for the sins of their 
guilty countrymen may gratify a love of 
vengeance for Axis crimes, but it is not the 
American way of doing things. 
Investigation should continue, but should 
not be turned into mob persecution. There is 
enough law available and now being applied 
to jail every dangerous alien.

THE SEA OTTER 
A time of general emergency is always a 
j 
time when inventions, possible and impossi­ 
ble, come to the fore. Every inventor thinks 
he has a world-beating solution to some 
national problem. So it is natural that the 
authorities should take all new, untried in­ 
ventions with more than the usual grain of 
salt. 
The Sea Otter, that queer little cargo- 
carrier of shallow draft and cheap construc­ 
tion, which its creators believed could be 
turned out on a mass production basis, ap­ 
parently looked to the navy officials who first 
examined it like just another of those things. 
But since its first trials it has been re­ 
designed. The original place for the propeller 
proved impractical, so that was changed. The 
main idea still holds, and it is now being 
given further trials with the hope that the 
wrinkles m ay be ironed out. 


lf this can be done, it m ay prove of great 
help in getting goods from one continent to i 
another. The boats are small, shallow and ! 
can be produced in great numbers for little 
cost. They are poor targets, and if one were j 
sunk, much smaller crew and less valuable 
cargo would be lost than when a big fellow 
goes to D avy Jones. Its value is still uncer 
tain. But there’s hope that it will work. 


One of the nu.xiakes m any of us make is in 
thinking th a t the heart specialist is able to give Pie 
Inst w ord in a cave of heart discase because hr has 
a t hand the electrocardiograph which he can read 
so accu rately and the fluroscope w hich gives him the 
exact position of the heart, its sire, and the way it 
is w orking 
W hile the heart specialist is able by experience 
and by the use of these instrum ents to give an ae- 
cu rate estim ation of the condition of th# heart and 
its ability to work, nevertheless he must possess 
also the general knowledge of the family physician 
and m uch of the knowledge of the psychiatrist who 
tre a ts ‘behavior’ patients. 
Dr. John A. Ollie, Toronto, in the Canadian Med­ 
ical Association Journal, states th a t almost 60 i>er 
cent of p atien ts who consult a heart specialist are 
suffering cith er from an exaggerated or wholly un­ 
necessary anxiety about their hearts arising from 
’suggestion' and not based on reason "These people 
are suffering not from any lack of heart power but 
from the idea th at they have heart disease and they 
usually think th a t all their discom forts come from 
th eir hearts. 
There are th ree groups or types of 
patients of this class." 
Some describe their feelings and fears frankly. 
Some betray their fears only by some expression or 
some w ord they let slip, w hile denying all anxiety 
about their heart. O thers m ay conceal their anxiety 
with calm outw ard indifference hut after the exam ­ 
ination express their relief at finding their heart 
sound. All three groups need assurance. 
However, all the sym ptom s of which the patient 
com plains m ust, if possible, be explained to him if 
the reassurance is to bo effective 
Dr. Ollie points out fu rth er th at people w ith real 
heart disease alw ays have unnecessary, unreason­ 
able or exaggerated anxieties, and reassurance is 
Just as necessary as if they had no heart disease 
"People w ith angina (vice-like pain in chest) 
frequently think they may die in every attack. 
So 
!>o»nt out to thorn that when they got angina they 
are in no danger. Patients w ith rheum atic heart dis- 
ease should ta* told that their heart discase would 
he dangerous only lf it got worse. Occupying their 
minds w ith som ething constructive will lessen their 
feeling of uselessness. 
The thought then is th a t you have or have not 
1 heart discase You may In* w orrying needlessly. A 
h eart exam ination will enable the physician to lay 
out a plan of life that may enable you to live safely 
even if h ea rt disease is present.

As Rustling Taffeta. 


NEW YORK.—Alma Heflin holds 
down one cf the toughest Jobs in 
aviation—a job that has brought 
fame and glamour to many of her 
male colleagues. 
Alma is an honest-to-goodness test 
pilot, all 110 pounds of her. As far 
as she knows, she is the only woman 
test pilot in the United States. 
Despite the daredevil aspects of 
this Lie. petite Miss Heflin Is as 
feminine as rustling taffeta. 
She 
Ukes oper.-tocd shoes and exotic 
perfumes She dances a Ane rumba, 
too. 
On a leave of absence from the 
Piper Aircraft corporation for a hur­ 
ry-up physical conditioning course 
here. Miss Heflin was ready to talk 
when encountered in the Hudnut suc­ 
cess school. 
Snap this picture of a female test 
pilot and parte it in your album: 
Light brown hair, cut in a pageboy 
style, with a soft roll off the fore­ 
head; steel gray eyes; 5 feet 3*4 
inches tall; soft-spoken, and just 
past her mid-twenties. 
Flying for F.lght Y e a n . 
Miss Heflin has been flying for 
eight years, has averaged 20.000 
air miles a year and has more than 
1.100 hours to her credit 
Alma had flying ambitions from 
the time she saw her first plane. 
She considered flying a challenge, 
and she answered it 
It was tough sledding at first. She 
was teaching school in Spokane, 
Wash., when she began taking flying 
lessons But there never was enough 
time. 
So she chucked the security 
of sehool-marming and departed for 
Dallas to take a thorough course in 
aviation. 
She knew there was a 
place in the business for her. but 
she had m any an application turned 
down before she caught O’ with the 
Piper people. It took a six-hour sell­ 
ing job to get a trial and then she 
had to take a six-month workout in 
the factory. 
It s Hard Wsrk. 
Attempts to get Miss Heflin to de­ 
scribe the thrills of power diving 
and wind screaming along the fuse­ 
lage provoked only a smile and the 
three words: 
"It's hard work." 
Explaining that the planes made 
by her company were not dive 
bombers or flashing fighters, Miss 
Heflin insisted that they had a def­ 
inite part in the defense effort since 
"Cub" ships were being used in the 
civilian pilot training program and 
by the arm y's new "grasshopper 
squadron." 
"They need a plane that will take 
off like a singed cat and climb like 
a homesick angel," she said. "The 
first test I put them through is the 
short takeoff—within 200-300 feet of 
runway. 
Once in the air with 4,000 
to 5,000 feet of space beneath. I put 
my ship through a precision spin 
from left to right, then two vertical 
turns and occasionally some com­ 
bat m aneuvers—for gaining or los­ 
ing altitude in a hurry. 
"Then comes what we call the 
•hands off flight for stability. 
I let 
the ship fly itself without touching 
the controls from 15 to 30 minutes. 
Finally, the minimum glide—as flat 
as possible—and I am ready to put 
the approval tag on the ignition 
switch."

Ice-Warning Indicator 
Western Airlines recently began 
tests in winter storms over Mon­ 
tana of a Los Angeles-invented au­ 
tomatic ice-warning indicator that 
will tell the pilot instantly when ice 
•tarts forming on wings. 
Protruding from the leading edge 
of a Western airliner will be a two- 
inch metal disc over the face of 
which will rotate slowly a metal 
‘‘feeler.” When the first microscop­ 
ically thin film of ice forms between 
the disc and "feeler” an electric 
contact will be broken, and on a 
cockpit instrument an "icing" red- 
light warning will flash.
